.\ few days ago we thought we hiid seen 
and heard the last of (Jen, Boiilanger, 
Vain delusion ! It is true that his rocket 
has burned out and the smouldering stick 
has fallen into darknuas at Oleriiioiit-Fer- 
rand. I'eoplo are beginning to wonder if 
ho were so very much of a rocket after all. 
liut it is after they are lost to the sight 
tliat lireworks are eloquent to tho sense 
of smell. Now that Gen. Boulaiiger's brief 
bla/.e has faded, bad odors begin to arise, 
t p to the iiresoiit time even liia eiioiiiies 
have given him credit for honesty; he was 
not, they conceded, seeking to line his 
purse ivilli gold. IJiit that idea has now lo 
bo given up. A member of the chamber 
of deput^ies has obtaitied startling evi- 
dences of the late war minister's sjiccula- 
tive designs. These consists of letters and 
dispatches which passed between (ieii. 
tionlaiigcr and a sj-ndieate of market sficc- 
ulators. The chief ineiuber of thi.s .syndi- 
cate was, ,iiid is, a bullous Aiiioricaii iiiil- 
liunairo who made his fortune in silver 
aiid gold tninos on the Paoitie coast. This 
millionaire has spent mucli time in Paris, 
and his wife has been a coii.'ipicuons ligin'e 
ill society here, iioled bir her splendid 
di;iiiinmls and costly enteftaiiimeiils. 
NV'ell, il seems iliat this .Vmciican ca]iit- 
alisi. g.it in with lien Hoiilangm' when the 
latter was luiiiister of war, and together 
they devised a great scheme. The Ameri- 
can was to buy up all the wheat in the 
American market, as far as possible. The 
minister of war was then to precipitate a 
diplcmatic crisis, iiioblize the army, ,uid 
make it .ippear that war was inniiineiit. 
This would biice the price of wheat up eii- 
orniously, and the couspinitor would 
make iiiillioiis. This scheme was largely 
carried out. Tho American and his fellow 
capitalist "cornered" nearly all the wheat 
market, "We've got tilings all our way," 
they wrote to the minister of war; "'now 
go nil and boom your war scare." He <lid 
sn. l''rencli sjues were sent acrnss thetJer- 
men frontier with orders to allow them- 
selves to be arrested for the sake of fo- 
menting agitation. There was a war scare 
that set eveiy one tu thinking that hos- 
tilities would begin in a few weeks. The 
wheat market responded. Prices went up. 
"S|>lendid !" telograplied the Auiericiu; 
"keep if going two weeks lniigi;r and we'll 
corral twenty millions !" .lust then, how- 
ever, .M. Daniel Wiksoii came upon the 
.scene. The war scare was deiiressing 
stocks that he was interested in. So he be- 
gan using all his influence and that of his 
father-in-law, M. Grevy, to stoji the al- 
ann and put ( Icii. Boulaiiger out of idlieo, 
"lidtur spring the trap and make what 
u,- can," telegraphed liouliinger; "Wilson 
is Ion sirniig lor inc. He will force me to 
resii'ii, .-uul ihe scare will collapse.'' H.id 
the oiliors agreed to this they would have 
cleared several uiillions. But their greed 
to make a "big haul" was too strong. 
"W must carry it through," was their re- 
ply ; and they pui *<r>t>l),6t)t) in llie hands 
of ti'iisti'd lobbyists to iiitliieiicc thechani- 
bi'r I if depiii ies in ( b.'ii. l^iniihniL^er's bivnr. 
.\11 Hie iiillueiice and iveallli nf President 
(I'revy and all the iiilliieiice and wealth of 
the Orleaiiists were against them, how - 
ever. The struggle w;is a short one. IJoul- 
aiiger saw from the first that it was 
.against him. "For Heaven's sake," he 
wnote, "sellout at once and save what 
you can from the wreck." But they de- 
l.iycd .iiid the crash e;iiiie. liniilanger re- 
signed. The war .scare collapsed. The 
wheat corner was broken. .\iid we tire 
told that the syndicate of speculators have 
lost §0,000,000 or §7,000,000. llather. 
some of their friends have lost tlmt 
anionnt— for those men speculated with 
borrowed capital ehicHy. lain told that 
tun nf the biinniis bniiaii/,a kings were the 
heaviest losers, although they had nidhing 
to ilo with the conspiracy, butmurcly lent 
their iiidor.semeiit in what thoy supposed 
In be a perfeelly safe iuvestiiieiil , 

lien. Ilniilaiiger is further bmught back 
1 n pnidie linl ice by aliltle book jiisl is- 
sued, enlilled "lateiary Keiiiaiiis of a 
New .N'apnleon. " ll contains a lotof tJen. 
Boulaiiger's hitters and uilicial orders, and 
extracts from ollicial army records printed 
hi J'lic-siiiiilf from the original documents. 
'I'he book is circulated privately, of eniirse, 
being under the ban nt the law. !',ul U)(l,- 
Ddtl copies nf il were prinled, and they 
lia\c alMieeii dislfibuled. One may well 
believe il In be an interesting wnrl;. It 
eniiiains, bir oxaiii|)le, lliu letter written 
by I'miilanger in 187!' to his suporiiu' otli- 
eer, the Due d'.\umalo, on the retirement 
of the latter froiii the command of the 
Seveiil ll corps. The wrilcr expressed t he 
"ilee|i grief of liimsidf and bis comrades 
at Instil'.; a cniimiander "wliolii they lov- 
ed" ami whom I hey "iriisted so c.iiilideiit- 
ly. " Tliey wmild ncM'r, liedeclared, "bir- 
gel the great example he had set them,' 
and bir himself he was full of "uiieliange- 
ablu devotion, " to the due, and was now 
and always his "most obedient servant." 
Three mouths later there was a vacant 
'generalship. |!niiliuigi.'r coveted it. He 
wrnle 1.1 tlie due again. "You can, my 
Inrd. line," he said, "secure the pl.-ice bn- 
me if you will use your kind nllices in my 
behalf. W ill you not grant this iiieslima- 
blo buoii to him who is so sincerely devoi 
odtotho fortunes of yourself and your 
noblo family ?"

court occupied them; we ivaitcd until 
ahniil 1 1 :,"!0 o'clnrk vvbeii the prisniiers 
rctnrneil In the .steamer. 1 accused llieiii 
of smuggling .iiid they ackimwleilged In 
having dniie sn. Martin said be was the 
one who bought tho cards; handed 
the men over to l^Ir. Miller; the value of 
the cards here is $18; the duty on tliein 
would be about $8.(30; no duty was paiii 
and the prisoners had not cleared them 
acconling to law. From iiibirmation I 
received yesterday i went to the stnienf 
h'rank .Sarbircnle and aecused him nf 
having received siiiugghsl cards; he hesi- 
tated bebire saying anything and took 
me into a back room and gave me the two 
packages produced and told luo that two 
young men had sold them to him; believe 
that the man named Martin is tho nno 
that ran down .lohir.<nii street : when the 
men came 'nack to the boat, they Inld me 
that thej' had llirnwn the cards overbnanl. 

To Mr. Fell- Cannot .say if tlinse are 
the only cards of the kind produced in 
court, in town ; will undertake to swear 
that the duty ou the cards was not paid;

To sjieak 
iiioro correctly lie does not like a refusal 
to remain in primitive conditions, though 
he also complains with great bitterness 
when the eombirl.s of civilization arc mis- 
sing.

Bademptiou of Trade I>»IIara. 

Oong^resB, at its last session, provided 
that any person holding trade doUai-s 
might present them to uie Treasury or 
any sub-Treasury, or Mint of the United 
Stati's for redemption in standard silvei- 
dollars. The period for such redeiuptioa 
e.xpires on the l.st of next September. 
The amount thus far redeemed is less 
than seven million dollars. The most of 
tlio.se who held these dollar.^ in any con- 
siderable amounts have undoubtedly al- 
ready presenteil them for redenipl ion. 
There isnrobably a considerable lunoiint 
of these (lollars roiiiainiiit; yet iinred.'cm- 
ed, scattereil tliron;,di the couniiy in 
comparatively small sums, and, hidd 
b)' owners \vlio oii!.;innlly received them 
at their face value. We call the atten- 
tion of these owners to the fact that the 
time (or their redemption by the Govern- 
ment jvill soon expire. 

Indian V«molt]r. 
The natives of India of high caste arc 
many of them now receiving an educa- 
tion that may fit them for idai'cs of 
ofiicial importance in the government of 
that country, and to a certain extent it is 
wise and good that it should be so. But 
till they are christianized, no education 
will (!ure them of the inveterate habit of 
untruth; Uiey cans)0t be made to feel 
the iniquitv of a lie. This is the case 
with all cla.sses and here is an absurd 
instance of the fact : A man had prose- 
cnlod another for a.s.sault, and the petition 
which bo bad presented, entered into all 
the hvln^rbolical delaila usual in such 
documents; among other horroi-s was 
iiitioduceil tho statement that the de- 
fendant had seized the imtitioner by the 
hair of Ills head, bidore proceeding to 
other terrible actf, of violence. .\s the 
petitioner was i,'ivinp his deposition on 
oath in rontlrniation of his piteous nar- 
rative, tlie ma^'istrale observ(;il that he 
was entirely bald, not having a scrap of 
hair on any jiart of his head, lie, there- 
fore, ])ut the questiiai to him in a serious 
■voici' : ".\re all the Btaleinente in your 
pi'tit ion true'."' On his answering con- 
(idently that they were, tho magistrate 
proceei'led: ''.Are you sure that the de- 
lenduut did seize the hair of your lieail'.'" 
"Yea, my lord," said the fellow without 
hesitation. "Do you say that on your 
oath ?" There was something in the toni' 
of tho question ?r, or in tho looks of those 
rtandiug by, which suddenly attracted 
ibe man's attention, for just as he opened 
liis mouth to answer, ho .stopped, rained 
liiH hand and passed it slowly over his

That sei'insan 
easy way of making converts, and the 
number deiii'iids only on the length of 
the purse. .\s treeing slaves is a doubt- 
ful i>roceas, under such tircuinstauces, 
tiiB Protestant missionai iea do not ciuh* to 
avail themselves of it. They seek to jier- 
suade the chiefs luid people to avail them- 
ubIvch of iuHtruction ; and this missionarv 
reports very encouraging success iu civil- 
' ising at some twelve stations; and, at one 
station alone, 1,500 natives are preiuiring 
for church fellowsliip. Hosts may be 
swept into an "outward and visible 
church," but the>' w\m gather men lo 
Chriil, iiiudl be coutont to lead Ihuai "one

fnuHiua Hutu: 



Tho famous Panama hats are all made 
in Guayaquil, I'Icuador, and get their 
name because Panama merchants form- 
erly controlled the trade. They are made 
of pita fibre, a sort of palm, and are 
braided under water by native women. 
Tlie strands are often twelve and fifteen 
feet long, and fine ones are very expen- 
sive. It often takes . $>wo or three weeks 
to braid a single hat^' which seUs for five 
or six dollars, and lasts for ever. A 
traveller sneaks of one made of a single 
straw or fibre, and fine as thread and soft 
as silk. The woman who made it was 
engaged four months in the work, and it 
was va ued at 250 dollais. 



Faiim IIki.p. — Those who carry on large 
farms find that one of the greatest ditli - 
culties they have to contend with is that 
of securing competent help. The impres- 
sion prevails that a man need have no 
special skill or training to do farm work, 
and the minority of those who seek situa- 
tions on farms are competent to do only 
the most ordinary work. They have ncit 
the ability that warrants their employer 
in depending on them to do their work 
without Ilia constant supervision, and 
thus relieve bim of much care. In order 
to do the work of the farm to the best 
advantage, men need training and ex- 
liorience, just as they do to give satisfac- 
tion in other lines of business. In the 
care of tine stock particularly does a man 
need these, and these is a constant de- 
mand at remunerative wages for men 
who are competent to look after the feed- 
ing and raising of valuable animals.
